ed a big building at sprawling Daw Chemical Co. today, 
killing at least seven workers. 


At least nine more~men were injured in the violent 


blast, that shook this entire city of 12,000. 


Kescue crews were digging through the smouldering 


hulk of the ruined building to determine if there were 
more casualties. 


A temporary morgue was set up 
at the fire department of the

The cause of the blast "was not 


determined. 
Every ambulance in 
the city was called to the scene. 
Immediately following the blast, 


a wall of flame shot up out of the 
shattered building.

ported at noon, however, that the 
fire was under control. 
Homes in a large raea surround- 
ing the Do.w property were shak- 
en by the explosion, which was 
heard for miles around. Windows 
of nearby houses were broken by 
its force.

China Reportedly 
Ready To Provide 
Labor For Russia

New York Times today reported 
Communist China had agreed sec- 
retly to furnish Soviet Russia with 
a large labor force and to give 
the Russians control of seven sea- 
ports in case of war. 


A Times dispatch from Paris 
(aid the Chinese Reds had agreed 
also that Soviet "advisers" would 
be given "key positions in China's 
army, secret police organization 
and Communist party."

Per jury Trial Of 
Bridges Reveals

—Harry Bridges admitted today at 
his perjury trial that his longshore 
union staffed a work stoppage on 
Dec. 3, 1945. to "propagandize" for 
hasty return of American 
troops 


from overseas. 


"Yes, and it worked, too," Bridg- 
es boasted in answer to a cross 
examination question by govern- 
ment counsel. 


Bridges, on trial as a result of 
denying he had ever been a Com- 
munist, claimed he had received 
thousands of telegrams from 
en- 
listed/ men asking if something 
couldn't be done to provide ships 
to bring them home. 
At that time the war In the Pa- 


cific had been over for about three 
months and there was a great po- 
litical hullabaloo, much of It pur- 
portedly inspired by the Commun- 
ist party, to "bring the boys home." 
Bridges testified that soldiers 
wrote him that ships 
were 
not 
available.

FLOOD COVERS 
MILLION ACRES 
IN LOUISIANA 


8,000 May Be 
Without Homes; 
No Lives Lost 


FERRIDAY, La., Feb. 16.—UP)— 


Backwaters from six flood-gorged 
rivers covered a million acres in 
this area today and 8,000 persons 
faced the prospects of being home- 
less. 


No loss of life had been report- 


ed. Residents and livestock were 
being evacuated from cotton and 
livestock country roughly one and 
one-half times the land area of 
Rhode Island. 
John Russell of Atlanta, Ga., di- 
recting Red Cross relief activities 
in Catahoula and Concordia Par- 
ishes (counties), said 1,000 families 
had been evacuated. He expected 
1,000 more families to be brought 
to higher ground.. Russell estim- 
ated that 8,000 persons were in- 
volved in the two parishes. Addi- 
tional evacuations were in prog- 
ress in the adjoining parish of Av- 
oyelles. 
The Vicksburg district of the 
corps of engineers estimated that 
1,000,000 acres were flooded in East 
Central Louisiana, on the west side 
of the Mississippi River;"'An addi- 
tional 190,000 acres east of the river 
were inundated, but that section is 
a sparsely populated strip of Miss- 
issippi. 
Lt. Col. G. F. Dixon, Jr., of 
the Vicksburg engineers said that 
about one-half of Catahoula and 
Concordia parishes was under 
backwater, levees on the major 
streams were holding, but sur- 
plus waters, piled up by a con- 
fluence of streams, were creep- 
ing up minor tributaries and fan- 
ning out. 
Hardest hit, said the engineer, 


appeared to be a relatively small 
triangular area bounded by the 
Red, Black and Mississippi Rivers, 
south of Ferriday and Jonesville. 


The Auachita, the Old and the 
Atchafalaya Rivers also were shov-

And He Doesn't Smofte— 
Nokes Assails Bill 
For Tax On Fags 


AUSTIN, Feb. 16.—(#)—State Senator George 0. 


Nokes, Jr., charged last night that the proposed cigarette 
tax boost would put three-fourths of the revenue to be 
raised "on the people of Texas who smoke cigarettes." 


Opposing the bill in a session of the State Affairs Com- 


mittee, the young legislator declared: 


"I thought we were on a broad-* 
based tax program. 
The broad- 


based tax program recommended 
by Governor Shivers—and the only 
one before this legislature—is the 
omnibus tax bill." 


Yet, said Nokes, the omnibus tax 
Increase is going to raise only 20 
million dollars, spreading the levy 
over numerous items and Indus- 
tries, while the 
cigarette 
tax 


boost will raise 60 million dol- 
lars for hospitals 
and special 
schools. 
"One-fourth of what we're going 
to raise comes from the omnibus 
bill. Seriously, gentlemen, I can't 
see why we're going to put three- 
fourts of It on the people of Texas 
who smoke cigarettes," Nokes con- 
tinued, adding: 


"If you can show me how we're 
staying on the broad-bnsed plan 
recommended -by-Gov: Shivers, I 
wish you would do so." 


(The committee refused to ap- 


prove the bill.) 
Nokes said he had taken the gov- 
ernor "at his word that he wanted 
a broad-based tax program." 


"I'd call this cigarette tax a sin- 
gle-shot tax," he told his colleagues. 
Shivers was in the Senate cham- 
ber as Nokes. spoke. 


Asked later if he considered the 
cigarette tax increase in keeping 
with a broad-based tax program, 
Shivers replied: 
"I think it would be a part of It." 
"Will you accept the cigarette tax 


bill?" 
"I'll accept any tax bill 
they 
pass," the governor answered.

mittee" on law enforcement was 
created with Mayor Quigg Newton 
of Denver at its head. 


A second committee, headed by 
Mayor Thomas D'Alesandro 
of 


Beltimore, was authorized to be- 
gin work at once on a series of 
recommendations for action 
by 
congress. 
The legislative group had been 
instructed to look into possible 
new federal laws which would: 
1. Ban interstate transmission

Tydings Appeals 
For Disarmament 
To Save Mankind

Senator Tydings (D-Md) today re- 
newed his call for a world disar- 
mament conference to try to re- 
move "the fearful the darkening 
threat" of the possible extinction 
of mankind. 
The chairman of the senate arm- 
ed services committee told

senate that if Russia yould''accept 
an Invitation in good faith, "prog- 
ress will have been made and real 
achievement could follow." 


But If Russia declined the Invi- 
tation, he said, "then everyone will 
know where the responsibility for 
the arms race really lies." 
Tydings called upon Secretary of 
State Acheson to "try another road- 
way" from the one he outlined in 
a news conference Feb. 8. 
In sum, Tydings said, Acheson's

conclusion: "That we and the oth- 
er democratic nations of the world, 
on the one hand, and Russia and 
those associated with her, on the 
other, must sweat it out."

Committee Votes 
To End Potato 
Price Supports 


WASHINGTON, Feb. I.— UP)— 
The senate agriculture committee 
voted 6 to 2 today to recome all 
government price supports from 
Irish potatoes until rigid planting 
and marketing controls are put in- 
to operation. 


Senator Lucas 
(D-H1) won ap- 


proval of this move as a prelimi- 
nary to an effort to establish a 
tight system of government con- 
trols over potatoes. 
The aim is 


to hold : dowjx production 'and avoid 
costly surpluses. 


The Lucas proposal removing 
supports was attached 
to a 
house-passed measure 
revising 
cotton controls. 
It previously 
had been approved 
Informally 
late last night by the same group. 
Formal language for removal of 
the potato price supports was not 
ready until today. 


The action was taken at a clos- 
ed meeting 
of 
the committee. 


Senator Aikin (R-Vt) and Hoey 
(D-NC) were said to have voted 
against the proposal. 


Lucas, the 
senate Democratic 
leader, seeking approval of legisla- 
tion to allow the secretary of ag- 
riculture to fix potato production 
quotas on the basis of either bush- 
els or acres. 
He Introduced 
the 


plan and urged quick passage. His 
proposal would be an amendment 
to the present farm price support 
act. 
' 


Lucas estimated the proposed 
new controls would save the tax- 
payers at least $50,000,000 In gov- 
ernment price supports this year. 
He said potato price props have 
cost nearly a half billion dollars 
for four post-war years. 
His program, he said, would op- 
erate along the lines of the pres- 
ent federal program for cotton and 
tobacco. 
Under those, two-thirds 


of the farmers growing the prod- 
uct must approve controls. 


If they fall to do this, Lucas 


said price supports would be re- 
moved. 
Lucas' proposal, however, con- 
tains two new control features: 
1. It would allow the secretary 


of agriculture to limit marketing 
and supports to best or, top grade 
potatoes. 
2. It would allow the secretary 
to reduce planting and marketing 
quotas as much as 20 percent if 
he found a surplus exists.

TRUMAN STILL! 
HAS PROJECT 
UNDER STUDY 


Insists He Won't 
Go Outside U.S.A. 
To Meet Stalin 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 


— (/P) — President Truman 
hinted today that he still has 
in mind a possible special 
peace mission to Kussia 'at 
some future time. 


At a news conference, he 


also said the American door 
is always open to interna- 
tional negotiation for con- 
trol of atomic weapons. 


He dashed cold water on the Idea 


of a possible "Big Three" meeting 
abroad, newly raised by a cam- 
paign speech of Winston Chur- 
chill, former British prime mlnis-i 
ter. 


The President repeated what 
he has said before—that he does 
not Intend to go 
outside 
this 


country to meet with Premier 
Stalin or any other state head. 
The matter of a possible special 


mission to Moscow was raised by 
reporters who asked Mr. Truman 
about a story Arthur Krok had in 
the New York Times yesterday. 


Krock quoted Mr. Truman as 
saying in an interview that if a 
political campaign had not been In 
progress in 
1948 the 
President 
would have sent Chief Justice Fred 
M. Vinson to Russia to try to 
"straighten out" Stalin and other 
Russian leaders as to American in- 
tentions. 
N 
Krock also quoted the President 
as saying maybe that would be the 
thing to do some time. 
A reporter asked if Krock's story 


was correct. 
The President told him to read 
Krock's article—that it 
would 


answer the question. 
In response to a question as to 
whether, he thought the time has 
come to see Stalin, Mr. Truman 
.replied that he dooe not. 
. .... 
At the "dalhe time;' he said thUt 
he would be glad to see anyone 
who wants to come to Washington 
to consult with him. 


As to Krock's 
interview, 
th» 
President said It was authorized In 
the form that it was published. 


On another ' international mat- 
ter, the President declared that 
this is not the time to press for a 
world federal union. 
This is . an 
idea advocated by Congress mem- 
bers and others. 
Mr. Truman said there are other 


things more important requiring at- 
tention now. 
As to international atomic con- 


trols, he said the United States Is 
still ready to negotiate on any 
questions that might come up in 
the world and that its ambassadors 
in every capital are available for 
consultation.

Do We Want 
Equal Rights 
Or Chivalry?

Once again the Congress is debat- 
ing a constitutional 
amnedment 


providing equal rights for women. 


This matter has come up annu- 


ally for more than a quarter of a 
century, and opinion on the sub- 
ject—when not composed of wise- 
cracks—seems to be 
split 
wide 


open. 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith, 


for instance, thinks an amendment 
would be a fine thing, and she ad- 
mits that would mean the end of 
women's privileges. The account I 
read of her posltiton did not speci- 
fy just what those privileges con- 
sist of. 
The average non • political wo- 


men I casually surveyed on the 
subject mentitoned 
unanimously 


that such an amendment 
would 


mean that men no longer removed 
their hats in elevators when women 
were present; no longer -gave up 
seats to women in a crowded pub- 
lic conveyance, and no longer let 
women go through doors first. As 
most of us know, this type of priv- 
iltge is almost as extinct as the 
antimacassar. At this half century 
mark we usually encounter such 
old-world courtesy only when the 
male is trying to make an impres- 


:'nn on the lady he is escorting. 


On the other side of the 
the 


coin, as the saying goes, I find 
the ladles are dubious about gain- 
Ing much merely because there's 
a constitutional amendment. 


For Instance, will an amendment 


mean that women by the hundreds 
Immediately 
jump 
into 
high 


echelon jobs in industry and the 


profesisons? It's still a newspaper 
story when a woman Is elected to 
a board of directors, is elected 
president of a firm or In some way 
gets into the class of having may- 
be two telephones and a bunch Of 
flowers on a tidy desk. 


There must be some way to go 


towards equality—If that's 
what 


women are seeking, itself a high- 
ly debatable point—when the hap- 


py-marriage experts find it neces- 
sary to point out that husbands 
with 
regularly 
employed 
wives 


should help with the dishes. Appar- 
ently, many husbands still think 
it's a woman's privilege and in- 
alienable right to monopolize all 
kinchen drudgery. 


In the preliminary vocal skir- 
mishes on the equal rights 
sub- 


ject, a gentleman from the south, 
traditionally inhabited by beautiful 
and completely protected women, 
raised his voice ;n firm opposition. 
Senator Eetes Kefauver pointed out 
with alarm that the proposed leg- 
islation might mean drafting of 
women into the armed services. 


If recollection serves, that was 
just exactly what a lot of women 
thought would be a good Idoa In 
the last war—and what Eusland 
had. Many a WAC and WAVE vol- 
unteer was browned off a few years 
back when the armed services de- 
cided they would cut back on the 
number of women permitted 
to 


serve in the armed forces. 
The senator also felt that women 


no 
longer would be 
protected 
against "vice1 'in the event the 
proposal were ratified because the 
Mann Act might be nullified. As I 
understand it, the Maan Act has to 
do with transportation across state 
lines, and probably is 
concerned 


with protecting only a vrey small 
per cent of women exposed 
to 


vice. After all, one can get plenty 
of exposure to that without even 
leaving one's home town, 
Finally, the Senator suggested 
that divorce and alimony laws 
would become void. Apparently, 
alimony Is a women's ^privilege. 
In my time, I've heard of men

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THE ELECTORAL VOTES 


The 
Senate Republican 


leadership is correct in its 
claim that the proposed re- 
vision of the 
presidential 


electoral system, in the form 
passed by the Senate, would 
not absolutely eliminate the 
possibility 
(although 
it 


would be reduced) of elect- 
ing a candidate who failed 
to receive the highest popu- 
lar vote. Some states would 
still wield a greater influ 
en:e on elections, in propor- 
tion to population, than oth- 
er states. The disproportion- 
ate influence~would be tak- 
en from one set of states and 
given to another set. 


Under the present system 


the most populous states 
have the greatest influence 
because they have the larg- 
est blocks of electoral votes. 
In fact the five highest rank- 
ing ones are known as the 
pivotal states, since a candi- 
date carrying those, five is 
almost assured of election. 
The change approved by the 
Senate would rob these piv 
otal states of their position, 
and give disproportionate 
influence 
instead to 
the 


states at the bottom of the 
population ranking. Perhaps 
as. many as fifteen 
states 


would have presidential vot 
ing power about twice as 
great, in relation to popula- 
tion, as that of the largest 
states. 
, The effect of dispropor- 
tion could be cut a little, by 
making an a d d i t i o n a l 
change in the electoral sys- 
tem, to allow each state 
;only one electoral vote for 
each representative in Con- 
gress, and not allow one for 
each s e n a t o r also. .This 
would further reduce, the 
possibility of electing the al 
so-ran .candidate. 


The way to assure elec- 


ti#a of the most popular can 
didate would be to abo.Iish 
th«s electoral vote system al- 
together and name the presi- 
dent by direct popular vote 
Probably there is no other 
.way. Under any system as- 
signing electoral votes by 
states on the basis of total 
population, rather than ac- 
tual votes cast, some unfair- 
ness in distribution is inevit- 
able. 
Why not a popular 


vote?

At 
the last moment the con- 
spirators lost their nerve, 
Rommel excepted. He would 
have continued, but, having 
aroused Hitler's suspicions, 
was murdered by twoother 
generals. 


Their peace plan might 


not have gone through. Its 
essential feature was sur- 
render on the west front, 
and continued war 
against 


Russia. The Western Allies 
would never have wielded to 
this barefaced 
scheme to 
s p l i t the Allies. 
But it 


might have gained Germany 
easier terms in the end.

Federal Agencies 
Will Help Census 
Bureau In April 


The United States bureau of cen- 


sus will be assisted by many other 
federal agencies when It starts to 
count the population of the nation's 
territories and island possessions 
during the 17th decennial census In 
April 
Among the agencies con- 


cerned with .drawing up the plans 
for the census are the state depart- 
ment, department of defense, Coast 
Guard, coast and geodetic survey, 
the ecological survey, the division 
of territories and island posses- 
sions and office of Indian affairs 
of the department of the interior. 
The 
most 
important outlying 
areas to be included in the 1950 
census are Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, the Panama Canal Zone, Vir- 
gin. Islands, Guam and American 
Samoa. Other areas to be covered 
include such tiny islands as Baker, 
Rowland, Jarvis, Johnston, Mid- 
way, Kure, Wake, Canton and En- 
derburyjn the Phoenix group, and 
certain other islets in the' mid-Pa- 
cific and in the Caribbean Sea. 
According to 1940 census, the 


combined population of the outly- 
ing1 areas was close to 2,500,000. 
This figure did not include the 
population of the Philippine Islands 
which, although under the Jurisdic-,; 
tlon of the United States at that 
time, took an independent census 
in 1939. 
The Philippines .will, of 
course, not be included in the 1950 
census by reason of their recogni- 
tion as an independent nation in. 
1946: 
The census in the outlying areas 


will coincide with that on the 
American mainland except for a 
few remote settlements in Alaska 
where enumeration will- be made 
before the spring thaw sets in. Oth- 
erwise the census will be taken as 
of April 1.

The speaker told his audience 


what constitutes citizenship, how 
citizenship may be acauired, \rlghts 
and privileges conferred by citizen- 
ship. Its obligations, arid how citi- 
zenship may be lost. 
t 
The Idea that schools and colleg- 


es should train for citizenship Is 
one that In a measure depends up- 
on a theory of the state, said Mr. 
Montgomery, adding, "If the Indivi- 
dual exists for the state, then there 
Is no doubt but that anv system of 
education must train the indivi- 
dual In all ways that serve the best 
interest of that state, and that the 
individual must be forced to follow 
it. On the other hand, if the state 
exists for the benefit of thi indivi- 
dual, then It Is less clear to 
the 
average mind that the Individual 
should be forced to receive an edu- 
cation that he does not wish 
to 
take, or that his own freedom of 
action 
mentally 
or 
physically 
should be Interferred with. 
Idea Not New 


"The idea 
that 'an 
individual 


should be trained or educated along 
certain 
lines because of the best 
Interest of the state Is not 
new. 


The Spartans among the Greeks i 
represented the extreme view of | 
the theory that the individual exist- 
ed for the state and their educa- 
tional system was devised along 
those lines." The Romans tended 
strongly to the Spartan Ideals and 
I regarded the Athenians, who rep- 


resented the via media, as unprac- 
tical and visionary, said the speak- 
er, who developed the relationship 
of citizen and state through many 
periods. 


"The 
democrats of the French 


') Revolution," he said, "soon realiz- 


ed that people enfranchised, but 
without an education, were a dan- 
gerous element and 
would soon 


lead the ship of state on the -rocks 
of anarchy and thus back into con- 
trol of a despot." He quoted Dan- 
ton as saying, "After bread, educa- 
tion is the first need of the people." 
An ignorant electorate meant the 
destruction of a democratic state, 
pointed out the speaker. 
Education Stressed 
"It remained particularly for the 
fathers of the American Republic, 
like Washington, 
Jefferson 
and 


Madison, to lay stress on the Idea 
that the safety of the republic lay 
In the .education of the 
people," 
pointed out Mr. Montgomery. 
"These three men set by their 


words 
the' standards' which 
not 


only the United States but all dem- 
ocracies had to follow for the sake 
of self preservation," he said, 


After pointing out dangers exist- 
ent in granting that the state for 
is best good has the right to take 
steps along educational lines which 
serve for Its preservation, 
Mr. 


Montgomery traced the relation- 
ship of church and education. The 
safety of the state has dictated the 
institution of a system for the in- 
struction of youth, not only men- 
tally, but physically, morally, vo- 
cationally and In an infinite varle- 


% ty of ways, he stated.

Union Wins Contract At Cotton Mill 


A one-year contract was executed 


Tuesday betewen 
the 
Corsicana 


Cotton Mills and the United Textile 
Workers of America, Local Union 
No. 77, Corslcana (AFL), according 
to an announcement. 


This action brought to a close 


negotiations, 
conferences, 
and 


meetings over a period of several 
years. A strike was held several 
years ago that lasted for months 
Court actions and hearings also 
were held. 


The document, the first contract 


between management and labor at 
this Corslcana 
institution, 
was 


signed by J. C. Roe and O. T. 
Smith, representing 
the

Mills, and W. R. Herod, Interna- 
tional Representative of the Union, 
Burmingham, and J. P Robinson, 
Allcne Chapman, G. M. Connell and 


Wynona Bryant, representing Lo- 
cal No. 77, Corslcana. 


The last serlas 
of conferences 


have been held over a period of 
several months. 


Among the previsions of the con- 


tract are: 
1. The union is 
the 
exclusive 


bargaining agent for the produc- 
tion and maintenance 
employees, 


excluding office employees. 


2. Employes can join or 
not 


join the union as they please. 


3. The union will abide by the 


company regulations not In conflict 
with this agreement. 


4. Grievances—notice In writing 


to foreman—then appeal possible 
to general manager of the Mill for 
final decision—but will meet with 
union and employees and if satis- 
faction not obtained, submit the 


question to arbitration if subject to 
arbitration. 


5. The president of Texas Wesley- 


an College, Fort Worth, will be ask- 
ed to appoint an Impartial arbitra- 
tor, but he will not have power to 
award any claim in excess of $100, 


6. No strike or lock-out clause. 


The company agrees not to lock 
out employees and the union 
agrees for no work stoppage or 
strikes. 
7. Overtime—over eight hours In 


one day or 40 hours in a week ex- 
cept in an emergency breakdown, 
fire or flood. Overtime is time and 
one half. 


8. Same wage scale will prevail 


as at present, but either party can 
negotiate a change if desired. 
9. Seniority — Employees with 


the least seniority In each deport- 


ment will be the flnt laid off. If 
transferred from one department 
to.another, seniority cumulative. 
10. Vacations — Employees 
with 


one year time entitled to 40 hours 
paid vacation. 
11. Safety and health—any em- 


ploye can make suggestions to the 
superintendent. 


12. Insurance provisions as at(the 


present time continued. 


13. Discipline and' discharges— 


This will be the prerogative of 
the company without appeal ex- 
cept on a question of bad faith 
nr discrimination. 
14. Not more than four employ- 


ees will be absent at one time to 
attsnd state or natltonal conven- 
tions,

Continuing the speaker said we 
sometimes "brag" about what we 
send to foreign countries, we feel 
a little superior about our own 
country, etc., "but do you know 
that we have less chance to live 
in the United States than we would 
if we were in 
the 
Scandinavian 
countries or New Zealand?" "This 
country does not excel In health", 
she said, "and it is caused 
from 
lack of effort." "If we are to have 
health, we must 
do 
something 
about it," she again told her listen- 
ers. 


Boasting Texas 
Miss 
Rutherford 
pointed out 
that we boast of Texas' size, of her 
oil, her cattle and her cotton, but 
there is one thing we cannot boast 
about and that is our preventable 
diseases. She mentioned the lower 
death rates in other states for dy- 
sentery, diarrhea, diphtheria, ma- 
laria, tuberculosis, typhoid 
and 
health among infants and mothers. 
The speaker revealed that there 
were 106 deaths in Navarro Coun- 
ty during the past year from heart 
ailments. Many of 
them 
could 
have 
been prevented, she said. 
There were 35 deaths from cancer, 
and although there is no known 
cure, she advised that if detected 
in time, it need not cause death. 
Tuberculosis which is 
generally 
preventable, caused 11 deaths here 
last year, the speaker reported. 
In conclusion, Miss \ Rutherford 
urged her listeners to make some 
conscious 
effort 
to hold, on to 
health, 
face facts and do some- 
thing about them.
